LMBA Luncheon to Lord Mayor 


THE LORD MAYOR well maintained the 
reputation he has established for himself 
for forthrightness and for condemnation 
of the typically British failing of self- 
satisfaction when he addressed the mem- 
bers of the London Master Builders Asso- 
ciation and their guests at the luncheon 
given in his honour at the Savoy Hotel, 
London, on April 28. Putting his finger 
on an obvious weakness of the building 
industry at the present time, Sir Bernard 
Waley-Cohen said that there was one 
thing that seemed to him vital to the 
industry's future—that there should be 
coming forward a far greater number of 
really skilled craftsmen than was now the 
Case. 

Enlarging upon this theme, Sir Bernard 
spoke of the need for providing incentives 
and training for real skill in the industry. 
He himself, he declared, would like to see 
far greater incentives introduced for those 
possessing real skill, and he thought that 
the trade organisations within the industry 
must give much more thought to stimulat- 
ing new recruitment if the industry was 
not to fall down on its job of providing 
new buildings for the community.

Work by Private Architects 
North Riding EC’s Decision 


NORTH RIDING EDUCATION COMMITTEE Was 
told on April 4 by CLLR. T. R. DALTON that 
he considered far much work was 
being put out to private architects instead 
of being done by the council staff. He 
said: ‘It is costing the ratepayers a 
trerendous amount of money and there 
is a growing feeling that the designs of 
new schools and other buildings should be 
done by our own architects instead of 
being placed outside.’

Road Improvement 
Schemes 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES in England and Wales 
have been informed by MR. ERNEST 
MARPLES, Minister of Transport, of the 
road mprovement and_ construction 
schemes which he was prepared to con- 
sider for grant in the first three years of 
the five-year £150m. classified roads pro- 
gramme which he first outlined to the 
Commons last July. Total Government 
contribution to the schemes for these 
three years is over £100m., most of which 
will be for improvements designed to 
relieve urban congestion. Roughly one- 
third of the total is earmarked for each 
of the three years. 

The position is that county councils 
and county boroughs are now being given 
rolling programmes of road works, begin- 
ning with a list of schemes which can be 
considered for grant for the three years 
1961-62, 1962-63 and 1963-64. Later this 
year a similar list of schemes will be given 
for 1964-65 and in 1962 a similar list for 
the fifth year of the programme, 1965-66, 
thus giving highway authorities three 
years’ notice to get ahead with prepara- 
tions. 

Highway authorities were invited to 
submit lists of the classified road schemes 
more than £100,000 which they 
would like to carry out in the next few 
years. They have now been informed 
which of these schemes the Minister has 
decided to invite for grant in 1961-62 (in 
addition to those already notified), 1962- 
63 and 1963-64 respectively. At the same 
time, they are invited to make formal 
on for grants in respect of these 
the usual supporting data. 
applications will be examined as 
quickly as possible by the Ministry so 
that highway authorities can plan start- 
ing dates in advance. 

For 1961-62, highway authorities have 
already been informed by the Ministry's 
divisional road engineers of the schemes 
costing less than £100,000 which it will 
be possible to consider for grants.

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Pre-Apprenticeship Courses 


Successful Training Scheme at Wigan 


PRE-APPRENTICESHIP IN THE BUILDING 
INDUSTRY was the subject of a symposium 
held at the College of Further Education, 
Rawtenstall, Lancashire, on March 18 
under the auspices of the North Western 
Educational Association for the Building 
Industry. MR. W. FITTON, BSC, MISTRUCTE, 
head of the department of building and 


civil engineering, Royal Technical Col- 
lege, Salford, and president of the 
NWEABI, opened the proceedings. The 
panel, under the leadership of Dr. L. 
Kuttner, ARIBA, head of the department 
of architecture, civil engineering and 
building at Wigan and District Mining 


and Technical College, consisted of Mr. 
R. G. Sephton, lecturer in charge of pre- 
apprenticeship courses at Wigan, Miss E. 
Sharples, youth employment officer, Mr. 
A S. Knowles, employers’ secretary, 
Wigan and District Building Trades 
Employers’ Association, Mr. S. J. Price, 
BA, a headmaster, and Mr. F. Hammond, 
FIOB. 

DR. KUTTNER started the discussion with 
a brief history of his experience of pre- 
apprenticeship courses at Loughborough 
and Wigan. He stressed the difficulties 
which he had experienced since 1950 in 
getting the idea accepted but now that 
the local construction industry had seen 
the results, he was getting full support. 
The basic needs for establishing the 
courses on a firm footing, he continued, 
were: (i) good selection; (ii) suitable 
syllabus and teaching methods; and (iii) 
suitable placement at end of course. These 
needs required respectively: (i) the co- 
operation between secondary school head- 
masters and youth employment officers; 
(ii) the right teaching staff, equipment and 
accommodation; and (iii) co-operation 


between employers and again the youth 
employment officers. 

MR. SEPHTON pointed out that 
was the most important factor in 
ling the right students for the course; at 
Wigan the secondary school headmasters 
played a very important part by their 
recommendations. Parents of potential 
students were interviewed, and in cases 
of doubt the first term was always looked 
upon as a trial period. The course was 
also regarded as an excellent lead up to 
the first year ON Certificate or 2nd year 
City and Guilds.

THE EXPANSION of 
Builders’ Benevolent 
outside London was 
BOSSOM, LLB, FRIBA, at the 
dinner of the Institution in London on 
April 25. Proposing the toast of the 
Institution and its president, Lord Bossom 
said that its work was a source of great 
satisfaction to many in the industry. In 
spite of the good times the industry was 
now experiencing, there were still people 
that the Institution could help.

Earnings of Manual 
Workers 


Results of a Survey of Distribution 


REVEALING INFORMATION about the spread 
of earnings by manual workers is con 
tained in the ‘Ministry of Labour 
Gazette ’ for April (HMSO, price 2s. 6d.). 
The results are published of a 
undertaken by the Ministry covering 
nearly 44m. adult men and slightly more 
than Im. adult women in more than 
60,000 ~— establishments, The survey 
covered those who did a full week’s work 
in the pay-week which included October 
12, 1960 The designation ‘ manual 
worker’ included unskilled workers and 
general labourers as well as _ highly 
Skilled operatives. Information of this 
kind has not been collected since 1938. 


Survey 


The results have been classified 
according to the actual earnings in the 
week specified, including payments for 


overtime, night-work, etc., and amounts 
earned by piecework and other methods 
of payment-by-results. Proportions of 
bonuses paid otherwise than weekly have 
been included on a weekly basis. The 
main results show that more than half 
the men (54.4 per cent) earned between 
£9 and £15 for that week For women, 
about 60 per cent earned between £6 and 
£9. 

There relatively few men who 
earned less than £9 (34 per cent). At the 
other end of the scale 30 per cent of the 
men earned from £15 to £20 and 12 per 
cent for that week earned £20 or more 
Of the women, 37 per cent earned 
than £7 and 13 per cent earned £10 or 
more. These figures relate to all indus 
covered by the inquiry, namely 
manufacturing industries generally; 
mining and quarrying (excluding coal 
mining); construction; electricity 
and water; transport and communication 
(excluding railways, London Transport,

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Growth of London and South-East England 
T and CPA Statement to MoHLG 


AT A CONFERENCE of nearly 600 represen- 
tatives of local authorities, held in 
London last month, the Town & Country 
Planning Association described its draft 
proposals for dealing with the problem 
of the * staggering growth’ of the London 
Region Following discussion the pro- 
posals were revised and a policy state- 
ment on the development of London and 
st England in the next twenty 
years has now been submitted to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. We take the following extracts: 

Abercrombie’s Greater London Plan of 
1944 covered an area of 2,600 square 
miles, stretching 25 to 35 miles from 
Charing Cross. Within the Plan area, 
which embraced places as far out as 
Bishop's Stortford, Royston, Luton, High 
Wycombe, Haslemere, Sevenoaks and 
Gravesend, there lived in 1938 about 10} 
million people. The Plan was based on 
certain assumptions, among them the fol- 
lowing: that London would grow outward 
no more; that no new industry would be 
admitted to London and the Home Coun- 
ties, save in special cases; that the 10} 
million population level of the Plan area 
would, if anything, be reduced; and that 
about 14 million people, with related 
industry, would move out of the central 
urban mass: 125,000 to LCC estates: 
261,000 to town expansions in the outer 
country ring; 383,000 to the eight new 
towns: 163,000 to town expansions just 
beyond the Plan area; and 100,000 wholly 
outside the Metropolitan influence. 

In fact, only parts of the comprehensive 
proposed by the Barlow Report 
Abercrombie Plan have been 
applied. Within London's daily sphere of 
influence population and employment 
have continued to grow rapidly. And as 
new industries, new offices and more 
people have been drawn towards the 
metropolis, so has the range of the true 
London Region extended 10 to 20 miles 
in almost every direction beyond the 
limits of Abercrombie’s area. 

Planned dispersal schemes, voluntary 
yutward movement of people continuing 
to work in London, and sustained employ- 
ment growth have together produced a 
belt around the metropolis in which popu 
lation is growing at five times the national 
rate, and employment at about four times. 
It is this extended Abercrombie Plan 
area, stretching 90 miles from Southend 
and the Medway towns in the east to 
beyond Reading in the west, and a similar 
distance from Bletchley and Royston in 
the north to Maidstone and Burgess Hill 
in the south, which now constitutes the 
London Region And its great vitality

It 
contains many small towns which are 
anxious to expand but lack the means and 
facilities to do so.

Complaint to the Council on Tribunals 


‘Proper Procedure’ Followed by Minister of Housing and 
Local Government 


BY OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 


IN GIVING his decision on the first com 
plaint referred to him by the Council on 
Tribunals, the Lord Chancellor (Viscount 
Kilmuir) has vindicated ions of 
Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. The report to 
the Lord Chancellor by the Council on 
Tribunals concerned a planning decision 
in the Saffron Walden area, which 
formed the subject of a leading article 
in ‘ The Builder’ recently (April 21) and 
which had been the subject of questions 
in both Houses of Parliament. 

In a written reply on April 20, the 
LORD CHANCELLOR stated: ‘My conclu 
sion is that in this case the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government 
strictly in accordance with the procedure 
approved by the Government following 
the report of the Franks Committee. I 
also think, following my review of it in 
this case, that the procedure is a proper 
one, given the nature of Minister's 
jurisdiction.’

The Lord Chancellor’s Review 


The Lord Chancellor’s review is the 
outcome of a complaint by an Essex land- 
owner, Major Aubrey Buxton, after Mr. 
Brooke had allowed a planning appeal 
by Messrs. Heath and Son Ltd. for per 
mission to win and work chalk on their 
land. The Lord Chancellor, stating in 
reply to a question by Lord Silkin that 
he had made a very full examination of 
the procedure followed by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
this appeal, explained that the complaint 
was that in deciding to allow this appeal 
the Minister relied on advice which he 
obtained after the inspector had 
reported from the Minister of Agricul 
ture without affording to those who had 
taken part in the inquiry an opportunity 
of commenting on this advice. It was 
further complained that the proposal to 


win and work the chalk was known to 
have the support of the Ministry of Agri 
culture but that department was not 


represented at the inquiry 

The Lord Chancellor in his long reply 
sets out what happened on appeal and 
then explains what is the procedure 
which the Government decided to adopt 
in cases of this kind following the report 
of the Committee on Administrative 
Tribunals, He said: 


‘To deal first with the position of the 
Minister of Agriculture, he is, among other 
things, concerned with the production of 
chalk from the standpoint of the demand 


for agricultural chalk and the eligibility of 


particular proposals for winning chalk for 
agricultural lime subsidy It was solely from 
this point of view that the officer of that 


Department concerned with lime production 
informed Messrs. Heath that their proposals 
would be regarded as acceptable; he was not 
concerned with the application for planning 
permission. Indeed, I understand that when 
he was first consulted on the matter he wa 
not aware that the existing planning pe: 
mission was shortly due to expire and that 
fresh permission would be needed.

NORTH EASTERN GAS BOARD 


The North Eastern Gas Board decided to concentrate their office accommodation. Part of this was previously 
in the area designated for re-development. 

The New Office Block abuts up against the existing premises. It stands on a corner, and therefore, fronts on 
to two streets. The whole of the Block has a Pile foundation. 

Although designed for three storeys, only two storeys are built on one elevation, and provision has been made, 
by means of stub columns, for this to be extended in a vertical direction, when the additional accommodation 
is required. 

Under part of the two-storey structure, a basement has been formed for the storage of Refrigerators and Cookers. 
The main entrance has a distinctive stair-case, and leading off, are the two Administrative wings. The whole 
of the building is an insitu Reinforced Concrete frame. 

The elevation consists of facing brick-work and Westmorland slate. 

Parts of the concrete frame to the main entrance have a mosaic finish. 

The first floor, and subsequent floors of the three-storey block cantilever out at first floor level.

Exhibition 


Exhibitors Urged to Adopt SfB Sizes 


ONE of the roles of the Building Exhibi- 
tion since 1895 has been to spread 
information to the building industry by 
means of the biennial exhibition at 
Olympia, London, of commercial and 
technical developments. Maintaining this 
policy, at this year’s exhibition, to be held 
from November 15 to November 29, 
attention will be directed to the requisites 
of good commercial information. 

This will be the first opportunity for 
a full-scale introduction ‘to the industry 
as a whole of SfB classification after its 
publication by the RIBA. The theme of 
improved technical information has been 
receiving a good deal of attention in the 
last few years and much useful work has 
been done The Building Exhibition, 
however, believes that the vital import- 
ance of good information on commercial 
products has been neglected. 

A working party was called by the 
Building Exhibition to which they invited 
Egil Nicklin from Finland, the chairman 
of the SfB Committee; Ingvar Karlen 
from Sweden, the well-known authority 
on this subject: and John Brunton, 
ARIBA, the author of technical papers 
on the subject whom they have com- 
missioned to co-ordinate the theme at the 
1961 Building Exhibition.
